BLINDED. BURNED, POISONED' 

[ |$s icrn ANIMALCRUELTY 

Have you ever thought of the pain and 
suffering thats inflicted on animals 
in the cosmetic and industrial 
labaratories.Behind the multi-million 
pounds business lies a story of pain 
and suffering.It has been estimated 
that over a million animald die every 
year in the testing of cosmetics and 
other vanity produces while the firms 
that manufacture them make every 
to hide from the public the obcene 
processes used to test there products, 
most of the experiments relate to skin 
toxicity,eye irritation,and ingestion, 
one of the most disturbing aspects of t 
the cosmetics industry is its reluctance 


alternative 


replacements for testing cosmetics,despite vast profits. 

Eor skin irritant tests animals are tied down while an area of skin is 
shaved and then sticky tape is applied and the process of keep removing 
the tape and applying it again pulls layer after layer of skin off.Then 
the substance is applied to the bare flesh causing extreme pain. 

One of the methods for testing shampoo's is tcb instill the concentrated 
substance into the eyes of the animal.Can you imagine having your eye 
lids removed so you cannot blink and shampoo poured into them-its 
fucking disgusting.At a series of tests at Huntingdon Research Centre 
white rabbits had ten different substances poured into their eyes-they 
were noted to scream-and cry violently.Rabbits are used cos they dont 
have tear ducts to flush the stuff from their eyes.Force feeding is 
another procedure when testing lipsticks and other types of make-up.The 
animals are forced to swallow vast quantities of make up-they struggle 
violently usually crying and throwing up. 

It needs little imagination to visualise the pain the animal must go 
through as it convulses and chokes as the massive amounts of make up 



by means of a tube. 

There are many organisations which are fi- 
to stop this pain and torture.The animal 
Liberation Fronts seems to be doing the 
most-it breaks into labaratories and 
rescues the animals,it also arranges 
demos and disrupts fox-hunts.

A good film to see if you can catch it is The Animals Animal Liberators _ 

Film.this film exposes humans at their most decadent,it exposes the 

suffering plus the vast profits made by the meat and cosmetic industrys. 
One piece of the film shows a hen farm where thousands of hens are are 
crammed into racks under artificial light,there bodies are raw from the 
friction,they are crazed but they lay plenty of eggs which equal big 
profits for the men at the top. 

Sows are tied up in a few feet-they are in what is known as the rape 
jack,as one male pig is let loose to rape the sows.They are constantly 
pregnant,their piglets lying on a metal floor to suckle before they 
join their mothers on the rape-jack or fattened up for pork chops or 
chipoltas. 

100,000 cattle are slaughtered every day in the U.S.A for meat.They are 
kept in crowded corrals and are fed a cheap mixture of their own repro¬ 
cessed excrement and cement.The film points out that the grain used to 
fatten the animals up for slaughter could end third world starvation if 
distributed,but ending starvation does'nt make profits for the big 
companies. 

The whole business of animal torture and cruelty evolves around one big 
factor -money ....the root of all evil.
